seni! in equal degree by any territory of like extent in the Old 
World or the New. From Mesopoturaia tame cotton and sill 
wid from Tnndin precious stones; froin Atibla the Pest ane 
spices; gtiin cunie frum Eeypt and Sicily, elepliants, tions and 
figers for her ciilogem ond eirouws from Afrien, wold and silver 
fro Spain, tron, copper and tin from Knvlond, eladiators from 
Ganland Germany, Even the harvests of Eevpt and the wealth 
of Asia could not forever supply the demands of the Romi 
Amparo und support in idlences and loxury the people of Rome, 
Some of the countries from which Rome had lone drawn. its sup- 
pilies lieatod exhausted of their fortitity and so diminished in 
produetivende ae to be no longer capable of affording erstenanes 
even to thelr own Tahabitunts, while others-refased to he still 
longer subject to the despitie rule of Rome Lands which fron 
their abundance sustained a population seurcedly inferior to that 
of the whole Christian world of the present diy became entirely 
cnproductive orat lewet capable of sayiporting only the fow tribes 
Which wander over their deserts. While this exhaustion of the 
tational resources. was going on the Gauls and Germans, touelit 
the art of war by their couflicts with the Romans, ones andl vet 
aguin onseed the Alps and carried war into the heart of Haly, 
The G ots, Huns and Vaneals, with hordles from the fidistunt 
dexorte of Tartary and Mongolia, poured through the fastriesses 
af the Alps, and Rome felt.
